For musicians, religious educators 


Bishops request two new lay ministries 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Ministers of music 


-and lay catechists may be appointed for 


parishes if a recommendation from the United 
States bishops is approved by Rome. Both men 
and women would be eligible. 

The ministries would give official status to 
persons who teach religion or are active in 


liturgical music. 


THE BISHOPS overwhelmingly approved the 
proposal in a voice vote at their annual meeting 
here Nov. 13. Archbishop John Quinn of 
Oklahoma City, chairman of the. bishops’ 
committee on Pastoral Research and Practice, 
had recommended creation of the ministries. 

A significant aspect of the U.S. bishops request 
was that it made no distinction between men and 
women. When the Pope established the lay 
ministries of acolyte and lector, he specified that 
these ministries would be open only to men. 

The other lay ministry in use in this country, 
that of extraordinary minister of the Eucharist, 
is open to both men and women, -but with an 
official stipulation that men should be preferred 
to women when there is a choice. 


THE REQUEST approved.by the bishops cited 
as possible candidates for the ministry of 
catechist: 


— ‘Properly prepared and qualified teachers 
of religion. 

— ‘Those who exercise a supervisory capacity 
in religious education. 

_— “Directors and coordinators of religious 
education.” 

Of the minister of music the committee said: 
“This is a liturgical ministry, like that of readers 
and acolytes. It can be conceived broadly to 
include a number of functions in worship which 
are sufficiently distinct to deserve formal 
recognition.”’ 

It was suggested that psalmists, cantors, choir 
leaders, directors of music and organists would 
be among the ‘‘ministries’’.

Would you believe a greeting card featuring a judge and 
the message, “‘Congratulations on your Divorce?”’ I wouldn’t 
if I hadn’t seen it either. But the message inside — ap- 
parently trying to continue its sick humor — offered a point 
worth pondering, despite itself. It advised: “If you had a 
sense of humor, you’d still be married.” 

There’s. probably more truth than frivolity in that con- 
tention. If people could only try to milk the joy and fun out of 
marriage more, the difficulties — albeit real — may not seem 
as bad. 

Perhaps the fact that we have such a tendency to take 
things so seriously in life betrays an exaggerated image of 
ourselves. It could be that we take too much care of the

Religious educators might do well to consider this in 
sharing the faith — a way of life — with others. Our faith is 
important and serious, as all life is, but I think it, too, 
requires a healthy measure of good humor. Our Catholic 
Christian faith gives us every reason to be happy, so good 
religious education should emphasize joy and celebration. 

I don’t know if the Bible says anywhere that Jesus laughed, 
but I personally like to think and hope that he did.

Four monsignors invested 


Prelates in prison and churc

When four priests were invested with the 
rank of honorary prelate to the pope last 
weekend, the scenes of ceremonies ranged 
from the splendor of St. Joseph’s cathedral 
in San Diego, to a gymnasium in the 
women’s prison in Frontera, from the all- 
faiths chapel at the Chino State Institution 
for Men to the parish church of St. George in 
Ontario. 

In what were probably unprecedented 
occasions, Bishop Leo T. Maher raised two 
active prison chaplains to the new rank, the 
priests responsible for diocesan work 
among the poor, and a pastor. 


THE NEW MONSIGNORS — Joseph 
Topping, of St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
Michael Cooney, chaplain at Chino prison 
for men for 25 years, Timothy - Lawlor, 
chaplain at Chino prison for women for 
nearly 20 years, and William Bolger, pastor 
of St. George’s, Ontario — were invested at 
four different ceremonies last Saturday and 
Sunday. 

It was a truly ‘‘red’’ occasion at St. 
Joseph’s cathedral, Saturday evening, for 
Msgr. Joseph Topping in his new red 
cassock. The sanctuary, draped in its usual 
red curtains behind the crucifix, was also 
resplendent with the colorful vestments of 
other priests and the red and white robes of 
the choir, singing from the sanctuary. 

“Day in day out, he labors for the poor,’’ 
said Bishop Maher of the director of St. 
Vincent de Paul. ‘‘He is a beggar for God’s 
poor. He begs from his own heart because he

loves the poor.’’ The new prelate had been 26 
years a priest since his ordination in 
England. 

AT THE CALIFORNIA Institution for 
Men, Chino, where the murderers, robbers, 
rapists, and other criminals serve their 
time, Msgr. Michael Cooney has been their 
chaplain for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

As he invested the tall Irishman in the 
prison chapel Sunday, Bishop Maher spoke 
of the ‘‘sensitivity to life, of the ills and 
sufferings of people,’’ of this new papal 
prelate. ‘‘He sees goodness in everyone and 
is dedicated to assisting people,” added the 
bishop. 

The choir, on this occasion inmates 
dressed in blue gowns and red sashes, 
solemnly intoned Ecce Sacerdos to welcome 
their bishop to this prison chapel, and a 
congregation of inmates and friends of the 
new monsignor filled the pews. 


TWO HOURS LATER, at the women’s 
prison, otherwise known as the California 
Institution for Women, it was the investiture 
of Msgr. Timothy Lawlor, whose 20 years 
there have earned him a place in the hearts 
of all. ‘“‘He’s a saint,’’ remarked a prison 
guard. 

This time the ceremony, in front of about 
100 of the 800 women prisoners, took place in 
the auditorium, which serves as basketball 
court and church. Of Msgr. Lawlor, 34 years 
away from his native Ireland, Bishop Maher 
said: ‘‘He is a man of great confidence and

Subtle form of despair 


Sometimes we seem to be going headlong for ‘‘the 
path that leads to hell.”” To catalogue all that has 
happened in just a few short months would produce a 
list of aberrations which indicate a very sick society. 

Most of it can be laid at the frailty of man, to his 
predeliction for peccadillo and his capacity for 
apathy. We are all heir to various forms of sinfulness, 
both in public and private life. 

Timely are the words of Father William J. Fulco, 
SJ, of Berkeley, in his book Maranatha. He writes: 
“Faith, just as love, demands that we embrace our 
human history and vibrate to its inner possibilities, 
both now and progressively, not try to sidestep or 
bracket it. 

“If our faith leads us to disdain the human situation 
and to seek the Lord apart from it, this is more a 
subtle form of despair than faith. Jesus, the Word. who 
became incarnate in our history, awaits us at the end 
of and through our human future, not apart from it.” 


Surprise vote 


The vote by the United States bishops last week 
against Communion-in-the-hand was indeed a sur- 
prise. Not so much that it was defeated, but that there 
were more against than in favor. The vote — 121 op- 
posed and 113 in favor — was nowhere near the two- 
thirds majority required to pass it, but it does reflect 
an almost equal division. 

Iam sorry it was turned down, though it is really not 
all that important. I just feel the world is moving that 
way — already 26 countries have adopted it — and in 
time it will be followed here, I imagine. So, the debate 
continues, as they say. 


Truth ata premium 


Truth is at a premium, apparently in the highest 


offices in the land, in corporation or trade union 


headquarters, and elsewhere. There is cover up and 
obfuscation everywhere. However, among those who 
hurl stones are some who live in a glasshouse of their 
own == the network television reporters. 

These men are given far more freedom to 
editorialize and speculate than any average reporter 
on a daily newspaper. Not only do their pictures have 
to carry ‘‘action,’”’ sometimes induced for the 
cameras, but their style of. reporting often carries its 
own indictment. I call it the “But. . .”’ method. 

You get a fairly straight report on an event or a 
speech, particularly in Washington, and then in the 
final 10 seconds comes the word ‘‘But . . .”’ and the 
prima donna of the networks gives his editorial 
summation or speculation on all that has gone, often in 
an entirely negative mode. They take their adversary 
relationship with officialdom far too seriously. 

Andis it not time we were spared the network trivia 
news scene of people dodging reporters and their 
asinine questions and festoons of cameras in and out of 
courts, assemblies and elsewhere? 


Strikes and their effects 


A strike is an unfortunate weapon. The recent strike 
of TWA hostesses which grounded those of us due to fly 
to Rome a couple of weeks ago made us acutely aware 
of the ramifications of such action, There were those 
making their first trip abroad, keyed to the high point

of excitement, suddenly deflated and at a loss. 

There was the hotel in Rome, hopefully expecting us 
to fill more than 100 of its 200 rooms, suddenly left with 
them empty in mid-November off-season. There was 
the recent widow, making her first excursion since her 
bereavement, and looking forward to the spiritual 
nourishment of such a pilgrimage. 

All around recently the rash of strikes shows where 
negotiations have fallen down — in hospitals, fire 
departments, drug stores, airlines, food industry and 
other essential services. Many of us recall the bitter 
20’s and 30’s when labor exerted its influence and won 
improved conditions as unionism grew in strength. 


But are strikes any longer justified, as they affect so 
many people outside the orbit of immediate par- 
ticipants? It has become a national scandal that so 
many industrial negotiations still result in strikes, 
often over almost trivial contract conditions. Have 
employers and employees matured so little in the past 
50 years? Someone described the Arab oil embargo as 
“blackmail.” Is a strike any different? 


Toreros at the top 


There is no doubt that the University of San Diego 
football team, the Toreros, have achieved a particular 
niche by their outstanding record this season. The old 
“Notre Dame of the West” tag has been used by sports 
writers. Let us hope it will never be so in fact. 


It is wonderful to see the spirit aroused by a winning 
team. But colleges need much more than football to 
survive. And professional sport, ever seeking to in- 
filtrate the amateur game, invests so many millions of 
dollars in the industry of ‘‘sport”’ that it can only be a 
debasing influence, as we have seen. 


All praise to Coach Vinci and his team for their 
great play and envious record. But beware the need 
for larger helmets, and more and more money. 


Campus scene changes 


Why the change in college campus scene from the 
riots of a few years ago? Commentators have recently 
been at pains to examine the behavior of the current 
crop of students, wondering why it is so different, so 
peaceful. 


The answer is simple: the young men are no longer 
involved in a life-or-death struggle with the draft. Now 
international affairs and national indiscretions pass 
over them like water off a duck’s back. They are not 
personally involved. 


Pomp and circumstance 


In view of the debate in Opinion Forum on 
ceremonials, honors and knighthoods it would surely 
have to be a "cold heart not warmed by the pageantry 
of the royal wedding in London last week. The satellite 
television pictures — a modern miracle we just accept 
now — remarkably reproduced the color and ancient 
ceremonial from Buckingham Palace and West- 
minster Abbey. 


There’s still a lot to be said for ‘“‘pomp and cir- 
cumstance”’ as Englishman Elgar’s music proclaims 
at American graduation ceremonies — a melody 
known to Britons as ‘“‘Land of hope and glory.’’

Open Church 


The meeting of the United States bishops in 
Washington last week was a further step along 
the road of communication within the Church. 

The openness with which “church business” is 
now conducted — even to reporting of the cut 
and thrust of episcopal debate expressing 
widely differing viewpoints — exerts its 
strain, not only on the hierarchy but on all the 
People of God. 

The change from private conclave to public 
forum is in keeping with the times, but the 
tune is sometimes discordant. This is in the 
very nature of debate and honest difference of - 
opinion. Whether on Communion-in-the- 
hand, or liturgical changes generally — typi- 
cal of recent debates — there are clear di- 
vergencies. 

In the conference of the bishops or in the Opinion 
Forum of the Southern Cross, we are able to 
express views in the quest for truth, but in 
love, not in malice. 

The Church is a more “open” Church, in which 
all voices must now be heard. Our Diocesan 
Synod is an excellent example. The Church is 
stronger, healthier, for such debate, so long as 
it is conducted in charity, in faith and in hope 
for our common future.

19:34).

live a new life. If we have been united 
with him through likeness to his death, 
so shall we be through a like resurrec- 
tion.

dead has been freed from sin. If we have 
have died with Christ, we believe that 
we are also to live with him.”

For many trappers and traders, for 
families in lonely outposts, and soldiers 
in the wilderness, to have survived the 
year was enough miracle to thank God 
fasting, let alone feasting! 

Tales of the generosity and 
hospitality of families living on what 
they could provide for themselves 
usually hinge on a deep awareness of 
the goodness of God, and man’s 
responsibility for his fellow man.

Question: 
Some people are saying that the 
English Mass is not a valid Mass. Is 
this true? 


The ‘‘New Order of Mass” was 
promulgated in 1969 and became ef- 
fective in the United States on March 22, 
1970. The revised Mass may be 
celebrated either in Latin or in the 
language of the particular nationality, 
always according to an approved 
translation. Our present one was ap- 


proved both by the Bishops of the 
’ country and the Holy See. 


Those who charge that the English 
Mass is invalid do so on the theory that 
the text is not faithful to the Latin text. 


They would point to a phrase in the 
words of consecration where Christ 
says that his blood is shed “‘pro vobis et 
pro multis,” that is, ‘‘for you and for 
many.”’ In our approved version the 
text says, ‘‘It will be shed for you and 
for all men,” which is actually more 
accurate! But even apart from a 
linguistic squabble, it is most difficult 
to comprehend how the carefully 
analyzed and approved English text 
could make the Mass invalid. Unless, of 
course, the Lord only understands 
Latin. 

It is alsoa matter for wonder that the 


‘“Latinists’” reject the official tran- 
slation. When confronted with the 


statement that the Holy see itself ap- 
proved our present text, they seem to 
indicate that the Pope himself is an 
heretic. In this instance they have 
reached ‘“‘the point of no return’’ and 
have seemingly placed themselves 
outside the Church. 


Question: 

Can a Sunday Mass obligation be 
transferred by a person to another day 
of the week? 

If a person is unable to attend Mass 
on Saturday evening or Sunday, a 
weekday Mass cannot fulfill the Sab- 
bath obligation. It is, of- course, 
laudable for him / her to attend Mass 


. during the week.

Hosfin-hand to right-to-life 


Bishops take on the day’s issues 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The bishops of the 
United States rejected Communion in the hand, 
endorsed the grape and lettuce boycotts, called 
for congressional action against abortion, and 
appealed for peace in the Mideast and reform in 
the nation’s prisons. 

The bishops took the actions as they con- 
sidered a wide variety of social and Church 
issues at the annual meeting here Nov. 12-16 of 
their two national organizations, the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops (NCCB) and the 
U.S. Catholic Conference (USCC). 


DURING THE MEETING the bishops also 
issued a pastoral letter on Mary, entitled 
“Behold Your Mother.” 

The generally quiet meeting was marked by 
arrests of demonstrators, a sit-in at the office of 
the bishops’ general secretary and by minor 
demonstrations at the bishops’ Mass in the 
Shrine of the Immacuiate Conception and in 
their own meeting room. 

One issue with a potential for controversy — 
the Vatican decree ending educational programs 
that placed preparation for First Communion 
before first confession — was handled quietly, in 
the bishops’ public meeting. While there was no 
vote, the bishops seemed to agree with an 
Education Committee report which said that 
while the programs must end, the Vatican did 
not say that any child could be forced to go to 
confession before making his First Holy Com- 
munion. 


WHILE THAT DISCUSSION was restrained, 
the bishops decided go into an executive session 
to discuss the manner in which the decree was 
issued. Some bishops had complained last spring 
that the Vatican decree was issued arbitrarily. 
The bishops refused to talk about their secret 
discussions. 


ON THE LAST DAY of their meeting the 
bishops’ unexpectedly approved resolutions 
supporting the grape and lettuce boycotts of the 
United Farm Workers of America and calling for 
free and secret union elections for farm 
workers. 

The most intense public debate in the five-day 
meeting came when the bishops considered a 
proposal of their Liturgy Committee in favor of 
seeking Vatican permission to allow Catholics in 
this country to receive Communion in the hand. 

Opponents of the proposal, led by Cardinal 


John Carberry of St. Louis, said that it opened 
the possibility of irreverence and disrespect, and 
that the nation’s Catholics should be surveyed 
for their opinions before the bishops made a final 
decision. 


SUPPORTERS OF THE proposal pointed out 
that it was optional, that no one would be forced 
to receive Communion in the hand, and that it is 
permitted by the Vatican in 26 nations. 

The proposal was defeated by a vote of 121 to 
113, a result that showed Communion in the hand 
had lost support since the bishops had originally 
voted on it in 1969. Then, 54 percent favored it, 
but the practice was not started because a two- 
thirds majority was required. 

In an action marked by unanimous agreement, 
the bishops backed the passage of a con- 
stitutional amendment that would ‘‘repair ef- 
fectively the damaged perpetrated’’ by the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s abortion ruling of last Jan. 22. 


THE RESOLUTION did not give the bishops’ 
support to any specific anti-abortion amendment 
now before Congress, and Cardinal John Krol of 
Philadelphia, NCCB / USCC president, said that 
the bishops are seeking ‘‘an amendment with the 
best possible language.” 

At the same time the bishops declared their 
support of the 1974 United Nations Population 
Year while warning against immoral forms of 
birth control and asking consideration of 
population problems ‘‘within the larger context 
of man’s total relationship to the entire human 
family.” 

In a resolution on the Middle East worked out 
with the aid of experts on both sides of the 
question, the bishops called for an Israeli with- 
drawal from occupied Arab territories, 
guarantees for the continued existence of Israel, 
and recognition of the rights of Palestinian 
Arabs. 


THE BISHOPS URGED that a 1967 United 
Nations resolution be used as a ‘“‘basis for 
negotiations” to end the Middle East conflict and 
they asked for an ‘“‘international guarantee’’ of 
access to Jerusalem. ; 

A statement on prison reform approved by the 
bishops condemned abuses and suggested a long 
list of reforms. 

“Society has a right to protect itself against 
lawbreakers and even to exact just and 
measured retribution,”’ the statement said, ‘‘but 


the limits of what is reasonable and just are far 
exceeded in too many penal institutions.” 


A MINOR INCIDENT marked the bishop’s 
Mass when two women rose and began reading a 
leaflet criticizing the bishops for meeting in the 
Statler Hilton Hotel. The women were escorted 
from the Shrine by police. 

At the hotel itself, police arrested six other 
protesters — arrests that the bishops said were 
initiated by the hotel, not the bishops. 

In a separate incident about 30 persons oc- 
cupied the office of Bishop James S. Rausch, 
NCCB/ USCC general secretary, in a protest 
over the way the bishops distribute anti-poverty 
grants. The protest ended peacefully with a 
promise that a committee of bishops would meet 
later with the protesters. 


THE BISHOPS ALSO sent a list of requests for 
liturgical changes to the Vatican for approval. 
One proposal would create two new lay 
ministries in the United States — catechist and 
minister of music. 

The ministries would be open to women as well 
as men and would involve the formal installation 
of certain persons who are deeply involved in 
music and religious education programs. 

In addition, at the meeting the bishops: 


— Heard a report that seminaries frequently 
deviated from the bishops’ 1971 seminary 
guidelines. 

— Learned that there are now more than 400 
permanent deacons, most of them married men, 
in the United States. 

— Agreed to help fund an. international 
Eucharistic Congress in Philadelphia in 1976 — if 
the Vatican selects that city as the site of the 
Congress.

Priest recalls anointing slain Kennedy 


SAPPINGTON, Mo. (NC) 
— Looking back over 10 
years the priest remem- 
bered that all the prayers 
had been in Latin — except 
the last one. 

At the end, when he had 
completed the last rites, the 
priest said in English: 
“Eternal rest grant unto him 
O Lord.”’ 


AND THE WIFE, now 
suddenly a widow, an- 
swered: ‘‘And let perpetual 
light shine upon him.” 

Then they prayed 
together: ‘‘May his soul and 
the souls of all the faithful 
departed through the mercy 
of God rest in peace. Amen.”’ 

That was early in the af- 
ternoon of Nov. 22, 1963. 
Father Oscar Huber had 
been called to Parkland 
Memorial Hospital in Dallas 
to give the last sacraments 


‘to President John F. Ken- 


nedy. 

“I HAD NEVER seen a 
President of the United 
States before I saw Kennedy 
in Dallas,’’ said Father 
Huber, now 80 and living in 
retirement here. 

The Vincentian priest saw 
President Kennedy briefly in 
the parade through Dallas 
shortly before the 
assassination. As_ the 
President’s car passed there 
was for a moment a break in 
the throng of people. He saw 
the President clearly and he 
thinks the President saw his 


‘Roman collar and waved. 


“When I got back to the 
rectory,’ Father Huber said, 
“T was having lunch when 
Father (James) Thompson, 
the associate pastor, came 
down from the television 
room and said that there had 
been a bulletin that the 
President had been shot.”’ 
The priests heard that the 
President had been taken to 
Parkland Hospital. 

“PARKLAND IS_ within 
the parish boundaries of 
Holy Trinity so I got my holy 
oils and Father Thompson 


and I drove to the hospital,” 
Father Huber said. 

In Trauma Room Number 
One Father Huber was led up 
to the body of the President 
on an operating table. The 
priest said. a word to Mrs. 
Kennedy, standing at the 
side of the table, and pulled 
the sheet back from the dead 
President’s face. 

“TJ had the container for 
the oils in my hand as I was 
going into the hospital and it 
took only a second to un- 
screw the top and open the 
container,’ Father Huber 
remembers. 


“I HELD THE Roman 
Ricual in my left hand. I 
knew the prayers by heart 
but you can’t ever be sure in 
a tense situation. I held the 
book in my left hand and 
recited the words in Latin ‘Si 
capax’... if it is possible 
. .. ‘Ego te absolvo’.. . I 
absolve you. I was sure that 
he was dead but I also 
thought that the soul had not 
left the body and that the 


absolution, the Apostolic, 


Blessing and the Extreme 
Unction were valid.” 

Father Thompson joined 
him in the room. There were 
more prayers. Father Huber 
again noticed Mrs. Kennedy. 

“I offered her my sym- 
pathies,”’ he said, ‘‘and the 
sympathies of all my 
parishioners. She _ said, 
‘Thank you, Father. Pray for 
Jack.’ I said that I would and 
that I would offer Mass for 
him.” 

“AS I WAS leaving the 
room,’ Father Huber said, 
“a Secret Service man said 
to me ‘you don’t know 
anything.’ He meant not to 
answer any questions from 
the reporters.” 

Whether Father Huber did 
or not is part of the confusion 
that followed. President 
Kennedy was pronounced 
dead by the attending doc- 
tors at 1 p.m., according to 
the book, The Death of a 
President, the William 


Student decline in parish 
schools slows down 


Every year Catholic 
schools of the diocese are 
losing fewer pupils. The 
annual decline in 
enrollments has been slowed 
down appreciably in the last 
three years. 

Final figures for 1973-74 
show 24,134 students in 71 
grade and nine high schools 
— only 602 less than the 
previous year. 


IN 1972 THE decline in 
enrollment was 949 and in 
1971 it was 1,603. 

This year’s breakdown 
dhows 19,454 students in 
parochial schools and 4,680 
in secondary schools. By 
county, figures are 10,982 
and 3,250 in San Diego; 4,520 
and 661 in San Bernardino, 
3,156 and 611 in Riverside 
and 796 and 158 in Imperial.

For security reasons (in 
order to get Lyndon Johnson 
away from the hospital and 
danger in case there was a 
plot to kill him too) no word 
of President Kennedy’s 
death came officially until 
1:35. 

Several minutes before 
that though word flashed 
around the world quoting 
Hugh Sidey, Time 
magazine’s White House 
correspondent that a priest, 
Father Oscar Huber, in 
answer to the question, “Is 
the President dead?’’ had 
answered: 


“HE’S DEAD all right.” 
It was the first word that 
the President was dead, and 
has caused Father Huber 
considerable anguish over 


‘the years because he thinks 


it makes him seem to be a 
man unfaithful to _ his 
promise to the Secret Ser- 
vice that he would not talk to 
the press. Last week in the 
St. Catherine Laboure 
rectory he brought out let- 
ters betwen himself and 
Sidey, back and forth, each 
givng his account of that 


day. The last letter, written 
May 13, 1969, from Sidey to 
Father Huber at the St. 
Catherine rectory ends: 

“I think that the world is 
big enough for us to live with 
our memories. Neither of us, 
I suspect, is entirely ac 
curate and neither of us has 
deliberately done anything 
to injure anyone else. 


“HISTORY IS filled with 
such inconsistencies as ours 
and having been in the 
business of recording it day 
to day I can claim no in- 
fallibility nor can I grant it to 
any other human. 

“You performed a very 
great service to a great man, 
his family and his country in 
a most critical time. The 
details are almost irrelevant 
to that.” 

The only memento Father 
Huber has from that day is 
the container for the Holy 
Oils, a two-inch long silver 
vessel, divided into three 
parts for the various oils. It 
was given to him on his 
ordination day, June 4, 1931, 
by his parents. The Roman 
Ritual that he used is now in 
display at the Vincentian 
Seminary in Perryville, Mo. 
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IN SAN DIEGO — John F. Kennedy, first Catholic presi- 
dent of the United States, spoke in San Diego June 
6, 1963, at San Diego State College graduation 
ceremonies. He was assassinated five months later 
in Dallas, Nov. 22, 1963 — 10 years ago. 


Church attendance drop called ‘disastrous’ 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. 
(RNS) — Declining church 
attendance among Catholics 
has reached ‘‘catastrophic’”’ 
proportions, according to a 
report by William C. Mc- 
Cready and Father Andrew 
M. Greeley, sociologists at 
the National Opinion 
Research Center in Chicago. 

The Center’s General 
Social Survey showed a 
decline in Catholics at- 
tending church weekly or 
almost weekly from 61 per 
cent in July 1972 to 48 per 
cent in July 1973. 


“THE CHANGES of the 
past year may well con- 
stitute the most dramatic 
collapse of religious devotion 
in the entire history of 
Christianity,’ McCready 
and Father Greeley declare 
in a report in the National 
Catholic Reporter. 

Of special significance, the 
survey indicates, is decline 
in Mass attendance among 
older Catholics. : 

For the under-30 group, 
whose attendance patterns 
have shown sharp decreases 
over the past several years, 
the decline from 1972 to 1973

JONATHAN’ LIVING- 
STON SEAGULL — Except 
for the first five minutes 
when the ocean takes on 
more nuances and moods 
than one ever thought pos- 
sible, Jonathan remains ex- 
actly what it was in Richard 
Bach’s little book — a pre- 
tentious fable about a sea- 
gull discovering himself. 

The aerial photography is 
stunning, but the film 
remains a literal tran- 
scription of the all-too 
vulnerable story about the 
Christlike bird. 

Director Hall 
reverential (and in- 
terminable) handling of 
Bach’s bits and scraps, 
taken indiscriminately from 
the world’s’ mystical 
religions, only highlights the 
nonsense of the source, an 
effect helped not at all by 
Neil Diamond’s uninspired 
ballads. 

Whatever could have been 
salvaged from such 
material, supposing that one 
can, after all, accept a ‘real 
live” talking seagull as a 
sensitive symbol of spiritual 
transcendence is, finally, all
